SPEECH OF WILLIAM LLOYD GABRISON. 

When 1 was requested, by our honored Chairman, 
i write upon a slip of paper some of the names of 
lose who had made themselves conspicuous in the 
Mi-slavery movement, but who had ascended to a 
gber sphere of existence, I bad but a few moments 
i which to recall their memories. The list might be 
Mended indefinitely ; but I beg leave to add to it, on 
us occasion, the name of Prof. Follen, among the 
trliest and the truest, the friend and champion of 
^partial freedom in Europe and America ; and him, 
hose “ soul is marching on,” John Brown (entbusi- 
itio cheers). At this point, Maj.-Gen. Butler..pame 
pon the platform, and was received with a, storm of 
pplause from the audience, who rose to their feet, 
nd clapped their hands, and waved hats and hand- 
erchiets tor several minutes. Quietude’being re¬ 
ared, Mr. Garrison continued as to I lows: 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen : In the long 
large of history, there are events of such transeend- 
»t sublimity and importance as to make all human 
peech utterly inadequate to portray the emotions 
ley excite. The event we are here to celebrate is 
ne of these—grand, inspiring, glorious, beyond all 
owerof utterance, and far-reaching beyond all finite 
imputation (applause). 

At last, after eighty years of wandering and dark- 
ess—of cruelty and oppression, on a colossal scale, 
iwards a helpless and an unoffending race—of recre- 
»cy to all the Heaven-attested principles enunciated 
j our revolutionary sires in justification of their 
ouree; through righteous judgment and fiery retri- 
'ution; through national dismemberment and civil 
!**; through suffering, bereavement and lamenta- 
ion, extending to every city, town, village and ham- 
!<\ almost every household, in tbe land; through a 
'hole generation of anti-slavery warning, expostula¬ 
te and rebuke, resulting in wide-spread contrition 
>>Ml repentance; the nation, rising in the majesty of 
ts moral power and political sovereignty, has decreed 
b*t LIBERTY shall be “ proclaimed throughout 

W. TUB LAND, TO ALL THE INHABITANTS THKKEOF,” and 
hat henceforth no such anomalous being as slave- 
jolder or slave shall exist beneath the “ Stare and 
knnes,” within the domains of the republic (cheers), 
cir, no such transition of feeling and sentiment, 
taken place within the last four years, stands i 
treed on the historic page ; a change that seems 
resolute as it is stupendous. Allow me to confess 
■hat, in view of it, and of the mighty consequences 
. . muit result from it to unborn generations, I feel

(Great applause.) 

Mr. Chairman, in the early days of the anti-slavery 
struggle, when those who ventured to espouse it 
were “ few and far between,” we endeavored to re¬ 
cruit our ranks by singing at our gatherings— 

“ Come join the Abolitionists, 

The fair, the old, the young, 

And, witK a warm and cheerful zeal, 

Come, help the cause along! 

O, that will be joyful, joyful, joyful, 

When all shall proudly say, 

• This, this is Freedom’s day ? Oppression, flee away 
’Tis then we’il sing, and offerings bring. 

When Freedom wins the day! ” 

Thanks nnto God, that day is here and now ! Free¬ 
dom is triumphant! THE PEOPLE have decreed 
the death of slavtry I All the controlling elements of 
tbe country—national, state, religious, political, litera¬ 
ry, social, commercial, Wealthy, industrial—are com¬ 
bined for its immediateextinction. There is no longer 
occasion, therefore, for the repetition of that persua¬ 
sive song. As Jefferson said, in his inaugural message 
to Congress, “ We are all Federalists; we are all Re¬ 
publicans”—so, in view of the dominant anti-slavery 
sentiment of the land, it may now be comprehensively- 
declared, “ We are all Abolitionists, we are all loyal- 
ts. to the back bone ” (loud applause). 
Fellow-citizens, we are here, moved as by one elec¬ 
tric impulse, to commemorate a radical change in the 
Constitution of the United States—so radical that, 
whereas, for more than seventy years, it served as a 
lighty bulwark for the slave system, giving it nation¬ 
al sanction and security, now it forbids human slavery 
in every part of the republic ! Pardon me for remind¬ 
ing you of the old pro-slavery guaranties contained in 
that Constitution, all of which tbe present amend¬ 
ment obliterates at a blow. As the first competent 
witness, let “ tbe old man eloquent," John Quiney 
Adams, be summoned. The following is his testi- 
ny : 

In the articles of confederation, there was no guaranty 
for the property of the slaveholder—no double represents. 
Ian of him in the Federal councils—no power of taxation— 
stipulation fortbe recovery of fugitive slaves. But when 
ihe powers of government came to be delegated to the 
Union, the South—that is, South Carolina and Georgia—re- 
' ised their subscription to the parchment, till it should be 
Unrated with the infection of slavery, which no fumigation 
_ jnld pnrify, no quarantine could extingnish. The freemen 
of the North gave way. and the deadly venom of slavery Idas 
infused into the Constitution of freedom." 

Again : 

“ It cannot be denied—the slaveholdiog lords of the South 
prescribed, as a condition of their assent to the Constitn- 
: n, three special provisions to suenrq the perpetuity of 
I Jr dominion over their slaves. The first was the immu¬ 
nity for twenty years of preserving the African slave trade; 
the second was the stipulation to surrender fugitive slaves 
—an engagement positively prohibited by the laws of find

“ The bargain between Freedom and Slavery contained in 
the Constitution of the United Stales is morally and politi¬ 
cally vicious, inconsistent with the principles on which 
alone onr revolution can be justified, cruel and oppressive 
by riveting the chains of slavery, by pledging the faith of 
freedom to maintain and perpetuate the tyranny of the mas¬ 
ter, and grossly unequal and impolitic by admitting that 
slaves are at once enemies to be kept in subjection, pro¬ 
perly to be secured and returned to its owners, and persons 
not to be represented for themselves, but for whom their 
masters are privileged with nearly a double share of repre¬ 
sentation. The eonsequonce has been, that the slave repre¬ 
sentation has governed the Union. Benjamin’s portion 
above bis brethren has ravined as a wolf, in the morning 
be has devoured the prey, and in the evening he has divided 
the spoil.” 

The next witness, Mr. Chairman, is your own ven¬ 
erated father, who, in a speech delivered at the Whig 
State Convention in Boston, ten years ago, said : 

Tbe slaveholders of tho South have used the powers 
led in them by the Constitution for their own interests, as 
ry other selfish association of men would have done 
under tbe same circumstances, -with the same powers, and 
ider the same temptations.”

“ The Constitution requires the free States to send back 
> bondage the fugitive slave. Does this show that we 
ave no concern with the domestic institutions of tbe South? 
lat the guilt of them, if such there be, is wholly theirs, 
nd in no degree ours ? This clause makes us direct par¬ 
takers of tbe guilt; and, of consequence, we have a vital 
interest in the matter of slavery. It will be said that the 
Sonth will insist on this stipulation, because it is necessary 


the millions whose yokes he has broken (loud ap¬ 
plause). 

Fellow-citizens, it is through terrible judgments for 
our great national transgression that, as a people, we 
have been led to see the path of duty and of safety, 
and to follow it. Reverently and resignedly would I 
exclaim: 

“ Evan so, Father! Lat thy will be done! 

Tarn and o’erturn ; end what thou hast begun 
In judgment or in mercy! As for me, 

If but tbe least and frailest, let me be 
Evermore numbered with the truly free, 

Who find thy service perfect liberty! 

I fain would thank Thee that my mortal life 

Has reached the hour (albeit through care and palp), 

When Good and Evil, as for final strife, 

Close dim and vast on Armageddon’s plain; 

And Michael and h'is angels once again 
Drive howling back the Spirits of the Night. 

Oh! for the faith to read the signs aright, 

And, from the angle of thy perfect sight. 

See Truth’s white banner floating on before ; 

And the Good Cause, despite of venal friends 
And base expedients, move to noble ends: 

See Peace with Freedom make to Time amends, 

And, through its cloud of dust, the threshing-floor, 
Flailed by thy thunder, heaped with chaffless gram! ” 
By whom has thiB wondrous revolution been 
wrought ? Who will presume to call it his own 
work ? Who will be guilty of the folly or impiety to 
ascribe it to any mere human instrumentalities? It 
is of heaven, not of men. It is the triumph of princi¬ 
ples, not of persons. 

“ Speed on thy work. Lord God of Hosts! 

And when the bondman’s chain is riven. 

And swells from all onr guilty coasts 
The anthem of the free to Heaven— 

Oh, not to those whom Thon hast led, 

As with thy cloud and fire before, 

But unto Thee, in fear and dread, 

Be praise and glory evermore! ” 

Mr. Chairman, there is a close analogy between tbe 
struggle for the abolition of tbe foreign slave trade 
in England, and that for the abolition of slavery in 
the United States. On reading Clarkson’s History, it 
is only necessary to strike out one name, and insert 
another—one pro-slavery menace or denunciation, 
and insert another — one sophistical plea, for tbe 
continuance of the slave traffic, and Insert am other for 
the perpetuity of slavery—and it applies as well in 
the one case as it does in the other. Let us hear 
what Clarkson testifies as to the revelations of char- 
made by that struggle in which he took so dis¬ 
tinguished a part: 

“ Thus ended one of the most glorious contests, after a 
continuance of twenty years, of any ever carried on in any 
age or country—a contest not of brutal violence, but o'f 
reason—a contest between those who felt deeply fqr the 
happiness and honor of their fellow-creatures, and those 
who, through vicions custom and the impulses ot avarice, 
had trampled under foot the sacred rights of their nature, 
and had even attempted to efface all title of the divine 
image from their minds. 

Of the immense advantage of this contest, I know not 
ow to speak ; indeed, the very agitation of the question 
which it involved has been highly important. Never was 
the heart of man so expanded; never were its generous 
sympathies so generally and so perseveringlr excited. 
These sympathies, thus called into existence, have been 
useful for tne preservation of a national virtue. 

It has been useful, also, in tbe discrimination of moral 
character; in private life it has enabled us to distinguish 
the virtuous from tbe more vicious part of the Co nun unity. 
It has shown the general philanthropist; it has unmasked 
the vicious, in spite ot his pretention to virtue. It has 
afforded ns the same knowledge in public life; it has sepa¬ 
rated the moral statesman irom the wicked politician. It 
has shown ns who, in the legislative and executive offices 
of onr country, are fit to save, and who to destroy a 
nation.” 

The same thing has been demonstrated in the pro¬ 
secution ot the Anti-Slavery movement in this coun¬ 
try. Honor to those who, holding high official station, 
have used their influence to the furtherance of the 
cause of universal emancipation—such men as Gid¬ 
dings, and Lovejoy, and Sumner, and Wilgon, and 
their congressional associates ! Honor to President 
Lincoln, to Gov. Andrew, and may I not say to Maj.- 
Gen. Butler (great cheering), for what they have 
done, since the rebellion broke out, both for ihe ex¬ 
tinction of slavery and the relief and elevation of 
freedmen ! Honor to all those who, in any way, have 
helped in the good work! They constitute a great 
iv, whom none but Gnrt can number. Not a tear 
been shed, not a prayer offered, not a testimony' 
borne, not a contribution made, not an f-.nrort put ,urur 
vain. All these have been needed to bring us to 
r present hopeful condition ; and none could have 
been spared. 

Do we realize the grandeur of the event we are 
assembled to celebrate ? It is not merely negro eman¬ 
cipation, but universal emancipation (cheers). It is 
not merely disenthralling four million, but thirty-four 
million (renewed cheers). It is not merely liberat¬ 
ing bodies, but souls—outwardly and inwardly alike. 
It is an act, not in hostility to the South, but for the 
general welfare—the good of the whole country. It 
is not to depress or injure any class, but to promote 
all human interests. In finf;, it is the Declaration of 
Independence, no longer aa abstract manifesto, con¬ 
taining certain “ glittering generalities,” simply to 
vindicate onr revolutionary fathers for Beceiling Irom 
our mother country; but it is that Declaration CON¬ 
STITUTIONALIZED—made the supreme law of thh 
land —for tbe protection of the rights and liberties of 
ail who dwell on the American soil (cheers). 

Hitherto, as a nation, we have been a by-word and 
a hissing even among the despotisms of the old 
world; for they will not: tolerate so infamous a sys¬ 
tem as that of negro slavery within their domains. 
But now that we have thrown off this terrible incu¬ 
bus, and are resolved to be consistently and univer¬ 
sally free, we shall become world-wide propagandists 
in the cause of human liberty and republican institu¬ 
tions, through the power of a glorious example, and 
the irresistible growth of mighty ideas (cheers). Oa 
this continent no Maximilian must be allowed to sit 
securely on his throne (protracted cbeeriDg). The 
despotisms of Europe must be made to tremble

Rsv. Edwin N. Kirk, D.D., was introduced as the 
next speaker, and made a brief address full of hope 
for the future and of thanksgiving to God for the 
marvellous progress in the march of freedom by the 
nation and people. Rev. George A. Rue, pastor of 
the Anderson Street Bethel Church (colored), being 
invited, sang with great effect the hymn “ Sound the 
loud timbrel o’er Egypt’s dark sea.” 

The Chairman then introduced Maj.-Gen. Butler, 
who spoke as follows: 

SPEECH OF GENERAL BUTLER. 

Almost ninety years since, amid tbe radiant glories 
of mid-summer, our fathers assembled to congratulate 
each other upon a declaration of human rights,which 
has since been claimed to be a charter to the white 
man only. Seventy-seven years ago, in mid-winter, 
Massachusetts debated the acceptance of the Consti¬ 
tution of the United States—tbe solemn compact of 
assurance to those rights—the most perfect form of 
government ever devised by man—but which left 
uncared for and unprovided safeguards of freedom 
and equality of right to all men irrespective, of color. 
Doubtless our fathers believed that the clear inter¬ 
ests of the rising nation would protect it from the 
then receding weight of human slavery. But, alas, 
a single Massachusetts invention—the cotton gin— 
opposed the present interests of the individual to the 
future good of the Btate, and made, the burden— 
greater than that of the Christian Pilgrim—seem eter¬ 
nal. From that one defect of constitutional law has 
arisen the most gigantic national sin, followed by the 
most terrible national retribution with which tbe 
Divine will has seen fit to afflict the children of men. 
Tbe nation brought to a sense of justice by its chas¬ 
tisement, we are now met to congratulate ourselves 
npon the first step taken in supplying this omission 
of the frame of government of ’87. Released from all 
constitutional obligations to protect slavery, acting 
upon the frame of government itself, three-fourths of I 
the loyal people ol the country will have no difficulty 
in erasing from their fundamental law this, the last 
blot upon their civilization (applause). Amid the 
joyous scenes of this triumph of the right, which ani¬ 
mate the heartB of all good men, even now, and here, 
it may not be unfit to pause for a moment, to con¬ 
sider the duties and obligations under which we find 
ourselves to this class c.l citizens, so constituted and 
declared by this change in our organic law. Laying 
aside all prejudices, giving up ali theories, putting 
away all predilections, we should approach the sub¬ 
ject as one calling for prompt, active and efficient 
justice; at least to make amends for former long-con¬ 
tinued wrongs. 

By the final passage of the Amendment, which we 
celebrate, every negro slave is made a citizen of the 
United States, entitled as of right to every political 
and legal immunity and privilege which belongs to 
that great franchise (loud applause).' He may well 
say, I am an American citizen (renewed applause). 
If he may not proudly proclaim, with the Apostle, “ I 
was free-born,” yet he can truly claim, as did tbe 
Chief Captain, “ With a great sum, obtained I this

-7.T.Y.If"tfH 
necessity be real, then it follows that the free Stales are the 
guardians and essential supports of slavery. We are the 
jailors and constables of the institution. But it is said, the 
South is passionate, and threatens to secede, if we agitate 
this subject—slavery. In such an event, there would be no 
need of anil-slavery societies or abolition agitations, to con- 
vorr tne North. Tne blow that would sever the Union lor 
cause would produce ah instantaneous explosion to 
shake the whole Lund. The moral seutimeut against 
slavery, now kept down by the interests and duties which 
grow out of the Union, would burst its fetters, and be re-en¬ 
forced by the whole strength of the*palriotic principle, as well 
“ by ah the prejudices aud local passions which would fol- 
w disnnion.” 

Sir/ 1 in the mouth of two or three witnesses ”—and 
especially of such witnesses—“ shall every word be 
established.” But what need of summoning even 
? Has not THE NATION itself, in every politi¬ 
cal struggle, in every form of governmental action, 
ever since the Constitution was ordained, recognized 
and upheld these revolting pro-slavery featnres of that 
instrument ? 

In your allusion, Mr. Chairman, to the departed, 
worthies of the Anti-Slavery struggle, yon correctly 
stated that some of them felt compelled, by conscien¬ 
tious scruples, to withdraw their support from such a 
Constitution, regarding it as a “ covenant with death 
and an agreement with hell.” Such has been my 
own position, for many years past, and, leaving 
others to follow their highest convictions on this sub- 
| ject, as the professed advocate and representative of 


their foundations, and their down-trodden millions 
summoned to assert their rights under the banner of 
“ Liberty, Equality, Fraternity 1 ” (Applause.) We I 
will reecho the admonitory, penitential and sublime 
words of Whittier : 

“ Hear it, old Europe I we ha ve sworn 
The death of slavery. When it falls, 

Look to your vassals m their turn. 

Your poor dumb millions, crushed and worn, 
Your prisons and vour palace-walls ! 

Oh, kingly mockers! scoffing show 
What deeds in Freedom’s name we do ; 

Yet know that every taunt ye throw 
Across the waters goads onr slow 
Progression tow’rds the right and true. 

Not always shall your outraged poor, 

Appalled by democratic crime. 

Grind as their lathers ground before ; 

Tbe hour which sees our prison door 
Swing wide shall be their triumph time! 

Oh then, mv brothere! every blow 
Ye deal is felt the wide earth through; 
Whatever here uplifts the low.

Our country thus redeemed, thus qualified to lead 
and save, with not a slave left to clank hia chains, 
each one of us may proudly quote the language of the 
Irish orator Curran, with a single alteration t 
“ I speak in the spirit of the American law, which makes 
liberty commensurate with and inseparable irom Che Ame¬ 
rican soil; which proeiaims, even to the stranger and. 
sojourner, the moment he sets his foot upon American 
earth, that the ground on which he treads is holy and con¬ 
secrated by the Genius of Universal Emancipation. No

And to whom is the country more immediately in¬ 
debted lor this vital and saving amendment ot the 
Constitution than, perhaps, to any other man? I 
believe I may confidently answer—to the humble 
rail-splitter of Illinois—to the Presidential chain- 
breaker for millions of the oppressed—to ABRAHAM 
LINCOLN ! (Immense and long-continued applause, 
ending with three cheers for the President.) I under-1 
stand that it was by his wish and influence, that that 
plank was made a part of the Baltimore Platform; 
and, taking his position unflinchingly upon that Plat¬ 
form, THE PEOPLE have overwhelmingly sustained 
both him and it, ushering in the year of jubilee 
(renewed cheering). 

Be assured, Abraham Lincoln can be trusted to 
the end. You may rely npon his honesty and integ¬ 
rity, in whatever he has said or done lor the over¬ 
throw of slavery. In spite of all the wiles of all the 
so-called Peace Commissioners, he will be true to *' 
word (cheers); he will never, consent, under any

freeedom ” (great applause). Of these rights, or 
(%ither of them, no man, no combination or confedera¬ 
tion of men, can with justice deprive the negro. As 
Nation he is of us, with us, and a part of us ; equal 
right under the law (cheers and applause). To 
the men of Massachusetts, in this so clear and self- 
evident proposition, there seems no difficulty. Since 
1789, the colored man in Massachusetts, under the 
laws thereof, modified only by the laws of the United 
States, has enjoyed the rights and privileges of every 
other citizen of Massachusetts. The child goes to the 
same school. The man partakes of the same employ¬ 
ments. The same learned professions, medicine, the

(Great applause.) 

In other 'sections of the country, the mind, warped 
and twisted, by the influence of the system of slavery,! 
whose funeral obsequies we are now attending, does 
not at once comprehend these truths, and admit tbe 
force of the inexorable logic of equal rights. Men, 
otherwise just and good, have bean brought to be¬ 
lieve that the negro can have no practical rigbtB as a 
citizen—no claims to be considered as an integral 
part of the inhabitants of- the country, and is to be 
treated as if he were an alien—nay, more; as if he 
were a beast, and a dangerous beast beside, either to 
be sent out of the country or to be herded and penned 
as such, in some remote or unhealthy corner thereof, 
not fit to live on thesoiL which gave him birth, and 
which he has every right, and is held by every tie 
and attachment which binds a man to that portion of 
earth which he calls home and country. It has been 
therefore proposed to send him away, to herd him in 
rice swamps or cotton islands, where alone he may 
listen to the sad music of the roar of the ocean surf, 
not more relentless and unceasing to him than the 
wrongs of his fellow-man. There to prevent any 
white man or white woman in the missionary labor 
of love to visit him. Uneducated, to put him beyond 
the pale of education—to allow his child never to 
know the benefit of the common school. Just released 
from a worse than'Egyptian bondage, to make him a 
colonist, without the implements of colonization or 
fostering care on the part of the mother country. 

To any such illogical and unjust treatment of the 
negro, it need not be said that the people of Massa¬ 
chusetts will never consent (loud applause). Our ma¬ 
terial interests, the interests of the country, oppose it. 
For two hundred and fifty years at least we have 
been importing the laborer, because we needed labor 
in this country. The necessity for labor here has 
caused it to be Imported, even to being employed in 
the wasteful habits of slavery. Shall we, now that 
four millions of strong hands and willing heartB are 
made free laborers, productive and profitable, take 
them from the lands which they have rilled—from the 
homes in which tBey have been reared—from their 
hearth-stones, as dear to them as our roof-tree is to 
us, and send them away to some foreign land, or shut 
them up in some portion of this, where their labor, if 
not wholly unproductive and lost, must be unprofita¬ 
ble? Our sense of justice denies it. They have 
taken up arms freely and. willingly in our defence, 
and we have given them their freedom and rights as 
citizens. 

What just freedom is it to them to be penned in a 
corner or to be shut up in a rice swamp, and not be 
allowed to see the face 6f tbeir white fellow-citizens, 
except it may be of a soldier sent as their guard ? 
What true citizenship is it to be deprived of their 
equal rights in the land their arms have helped *“ 
save from the fiery furnace of rebellion, and to be j 
npon such portions of it onLy as are not thought to 
well habitable for their white fellow-soldiers ? What 
fair division can it be of the heritage acquired in part 
by their blood, to give their white fellow-soldier one 
hundred and sixty acres of land to be located where 
he chooses, “ tho finest the sun e’er shone upon,” to 
him and hia heirs forever, while to the colored soldier, 
scarred, perhaps, with honorable wounds, but forty 
acres of a rice swamp tp be allotted, or eight hundred 


ary to redeem the Pagan from darkness, and yet here 
it is proposed to erect a heathenage npon ^onr own 
soil, into which no Christian minister or babbath- 
school teacher upon their high and holy mission, shall 
penetrate, if it is their good fortune to have a white 
face. I repeat again : Massachusetts is unalterably 
opposed to any proposition of colonization or segrega¬ 
tion of American citizens, made so by this amendment 
of the Constitution (great cheering). 

No 1 We propose, on the other hand, simply to let 
the negro alone (renewed cheers); that he shall, in 
fact, enjoy the right of selecting his place of labor ; 
th8 person for whom he will labor, if not for himself; 
to make his own contract for his labor ; to determine 
its length and its value; to allow him at least the en¬ 
joyment of the primordial curse, “ In the sweat of thy 
face shall thou eat bread ”; restrained only by the 
laws applying to him, and to all alike ; as the ram 
falleth npon the-just and the unjust. We also accept 
the fact, that by our injustice to him and bis race, he 
is thrown upon the government, unused to care for 
himself, unfurnished with means of beginning life 
anew. And we agree that it is our duty, and the 
duty of the government to remedy this injustice; to 
see to it that he is taught; that he is gradually 
brought to a state of self-dependence, and indepen¬ 
dence of others ; that he shall have a fair share of the 
lands that he and his fathers have wrought upop ; 
that he shall be left in the several States where his 
labor is needed and is productive ; and that he be fur¬ 
nished at first with the means of beginning that life 
which justice, equal laws and equal rights have for 
the first time opened up to him and his children for¬ 
ever. And when this is done we believe our duty is 
done, and that thereafter, so far as governmental in¬ 
terference goes, the negro is to be left severely alone 
(great applause). We believe that he shall work, as 
every man must work, or become a vagabond. We 
believe he must be taught, as every man must be 
taught, to be a good citizen. We believe be must be 
furnished with the means of beginning life, as every 
man must be furnished with the means of beginning 
life, either with education, habits of self-dependence, 
or with the fruits of ancestral earnings. And when 
these are given to him we bave repaired in part the 
wrong we have done him. We may then hope to re¬ 
ceive the pardon of the Almighty for tbe sins we and 
our fathers have committed towards him. Failing in 
this, onr duty, we may fear still farther chastisement 
from His band who has snstaiced us, as He sustained 
our fathers, because the bitter cup of purification and 
chastisement has not yet been suffered to pass from 
onr lips. As a nation we have taken the first step in 
ihe right direction. We have bowed to the first prin¬ 
ciples of eternal justice. If we go forward with no 
baiting tread, taking no step backwards, we may 
look with bumble confidence, that hereafter our poli¬ 
tical sky shall be so healthy and so pure that no thun¬ 
der-storm and torrent will need to be sent to clear 
the national atmosphere and to wash away with blood 
the sins of the people. Uoless we do justice how can 
we hope for justice or mercy ? And although the 
punishment for a national wrong and national sin is 
sometimes in wisdom delayed, and wickedness seems 
to escape punishment, yet although 
f* The mills of God grind slowly. 

They grind exceeding small." 

Amid our joyous notes of congratulatory triumph may 
we not also pause for a single moment to turn our 
memories to those pioneers in the cause of justice, of 
whom we can say, “ would they had lived to have 
seen this day.” I need not name them—their memo¬ 
ries are still green in our hearts, but the names of 
two flash before us. Parker, the divine, whose lips 
ever defended tbe cause of freedom in this hall! (Ap¬ 
plause.) Mann, tbe teacher, a pioneer of education 
oppressed race (applause). It shall fi|j °'' a ' 


after be said that Massachusetts is ungrateful; for to 
the latter at least we look forward to tbe hour when 
his statue, gracing the front of our legislative halls, 
shall do honor to him and to onr commonwealth (ap- 
plause) % The two statues overshadowing the broad 
entrance to our capitol, making together the full com¬ 
plement of Massachusetts statesmen. One, conserva¬

ARMING OF SOUTHERN SLAVES. 

Correspondence of the Philadelphia Press. 

Before Richmond, Feb. 3,1865. 

THE ARMING OF THE SLAVES. 

From what I can learn from deserters and refugees, 
of both colors, who may be relied upon, there is no 
subject which is engrossing so much attention in 
Richmond as the proposition to arm a corps of ne¬ 
groes. Gen. Lee, Jeff. Davis, aud many of the rebel 
chief's are known to be in favor of the measure. T‘" 
F. F. V.’s, who, through favoritism, are detailed 
stay at home, see, in this movement, a crushing of all 
their fondest hopes. This class, of course, oppose 
the measure as impracticable, and beneath tbe dig¬ 
nity of Southern gentlemen. The officers in the rebel 
army, who lose everything dear to man when the au¬ 
thority of the Union shall be maintained, seem to be 
free of the scruples. 

THE FEELING OF THE SOLDIERS ON THE SUBJECT. | 

The rank and file, most of whom have been thrust 
into the army against their inclination, and all of 
whom are retained therein by a remorseless despot- 
only praying that the rebel chiefs may put 
black troops into their service, ab it would serve as 
the cause, and be made the occasion, for their laying 
down their arms and returning home in disgust. 
Such an opportunity for indignation among the chiv¬ 
alry would be hailed with suppressed feelings of 
exultation. The rebel authorities are by no means 
ignorant of this feeling, but ascribe it to tae dla ‘“' 
clination of their soldiers to fight alongside of the ne¬ 
gro, which they believe can be overcome by the rigor 
of discipline. There is another class of persons who 
are more honest in their opposition to the measure 
than all other classes. They are the negroes them¬ 
selves. 

THOUGHTS OF THE SLAVE—THE REASON PLAIN 

When this question was first broached to the 
public, it was as evident to the most igaorant 
slave of the South as to Davis himself that 
s dictated by rebel necessity. The idea w 
repulsive to these poor, humble people that 
they immediately began to devise ways and means 
to escape to our lines, or, in their own verna¬ 
cular, “ to flank de pickets.” The more thoughtful 
of the negroes in Richmond rather liked the idea, 
and, hoping that it would be put iuto execution, began 
to prepare the minds of their people for an important 
chapter in this struggle, in which they were praying 
to be permitted to take a part. 

A GREAT SECRET ASSOCIATION OF “ LIBERTY. 

Secret associations were at once organized in Rich¬ 
mond, which rapidly spread . throughout > lrgmia, 
where the venerable patriarchs of this oppressed peo¬ 
ple prayerfully assembled together to deliberate upon 
the proposition of taking up. arms in defence oftbe 
South. There was but one opinion' as to the rebel¬ 
lion and its object; but the question which puzzled 
them most was. How were they to act the about 
to be assigned to them in this martial drama • •aid er 
a cordial interchange of opinions it was decided wit 
great unanimity, and finally ratified by ali the uxi • 
iary associations everywhere, that black men should 
promptly respond to the call of the rebel chiefs. en- 


ever it should be made, for them to take up arms. 

HOW SLAVES WERE TO FIGHT FOP-REBKLTJ0- v 

A question arose as to what position tbey T ob , 
likely occupy in an- engagement, which occasioned 
no little solicitude, from which all minds were re- 
lieved bv agreeing that if they were placed i ont 
as soon as the battle began the negroes were to raise 
a shout for Abraham Lincoln and the Union, ana, 
satisfied there would be plenty of support^ from the 
Federal force, they were to turn like uncaged tigers 
upon tbe rebel hordes. Should they be placed in the 
rear, it was also understood that as soon as the fir¬ 
ing began they were to charge furiously upon the 
chivalry,- which would place them between two fires, 
which would disastrously defeat the army of Lse, it 
not accomplish its entire annihilation. 

THE PROOF OF AUTHENTICITY OF THE PLAN- 
Such is the plan which I learned from the Vice- 
President of the combined movement, who delayed 
his exit from Richmond some six weeks, under the 
impression and tbe hope that negroes would be 
armed in the rebel service. Being satisfied that it 
would not be attempted, he took passage upon the 


lines. Although my informant is of the opinion that 
negroes will not be armed, yet, from later intelli¬ 
gence which I have received, I am assured that the 
rebel authorities, who place much reliance upon 
what might be accomplished with this element of 
strength, under drill and discipline, are using every 
means which necessity can suggest or artifice can de¬ 
vise to make the measure popular. With the view 
of making it palatable to that class of rebels who do 
not realize the necessity of sacrificing the system to 
secure their independence, it is to be manucevred upon 
such a treacherous basis as will enable the rebel 
chiefs to keep their word of promise to the negro’s 
ear, but break it to tbeir hopes. 

- THE SLAVES NOT ALL UNION-LOVING. 

It must not be supposed that the blacks to a man 
are loyal to the old flag. The hesitating policy of 
the government at the outbreak of the war, coupled 
with the terrible recollection that fugitive slaves 
were returned by Union officers, and were made to 
pass through the severest ordeal of Southern torture, 
and the impression which this engendered, that the 
Yankees would sell them to Cnba, and other stories 
which worked equally upon their fears, have induced 
many to cling to the cause of the South under pro¬ 
test, and suffer the evils they have rather than fly to 
others they know not of. These, however, are the ex¬ 
ception, while the millions, whose faith has never 
wavered, are still praying that the old flag may ever 
be victorious. 

ROMANCES OF SLAVS REFUGEES. 

There are abundant instances of unfaltering devo¬ 
tion to the Union among this class/and the perils 
through which both bond and free have passed, to 
escape from the dominion of Southern chiefs, would 
make the basis for many a thrilling romance. Jns- 
tenia Gerad, a quadroon of rather prepossessing ap- 
wice, sooner than marry in Richmond, where the 
refused to recognize the sacredness of the com¬ 
pact, fled with her betrothed to our lines, where they 
arrived after having concealed themselves many days, 
travelled many nights, and waded through cold 
streams of water up to their necks. A short time be¬ 
fore leaving rebeldom, she, with a number of others 
of the F. F. Y. colored people was arrested and con¬ 
fined in prison for three days for attending the wed¬ 
ding of a friend in the country, and only escaped the 
disgrace of stripes at tbe public whipping-poBt 
through the earnest aid of counsel, pleading that 
they were assembled upon a white man's plantation. 
Others, no less eventful and equally thrilling, are oc¬ 
curring almost daily, and to the novelist I commend 
I these interesting incidents in their experience. 

THE SLAVES WELL FED AND CLAD. 

Most of the slaves that come into our lines have a 
| respectable and well-dressed appearance, aDd have 
[cheerful countenances. When one considers that ne- 
Igroes dare not smoke cigars in the streets of Rich¬ 
mond; that a half-doztn males or females are not 
permitted to assemble, by accident or invitation, at 
the house of a friend ; that they are excluded from 
riding inside of coaches, except at funerals—when 
only four are allowed, however urgent may be the 
necessity, or the inability of this number to accom¬ 
modate all the family; that it is forbidden them to 
have carriages at their weddings; that black minis- 
rs are not allowed to preach to their own people, 

— churches built out of their own money, from the 
pulpits, but on the floor; that even now it is being 
agitated that colored people shall not be permitted 
to dress as fine as they have been indulging in, and 
innumerable other measures calculated to humble 
their pride and brutalize tbeir manhood, involving, 

5 any infraction of these prohibitions certainly will, 

„ public disgrace at the whipping-post, it is no won¬ 
der that the negro’s head is clear and his heart right 
upon the question of sustaining the Union. 

\ SPEECH OF GEORGE THOMPSON 
I At the Annual Meeting of the Massachusetts Anti- 
Slavery Society, Thursday morning, Jan. 26 th.* 

Phonographie&Hy reported by Jas. M. W. Yerbinton. 

Mr. President and Friends : Were it not that my 
„ame has been announced as one of those who are to 
address you at this morning’s meeting, I should resist 
any importunity to present myself to your attention. 
As it is, I shall crave at your hands permission to de¬ 
fer to some future session the remarks I may desire to 
offer on the present aspect of your national affairs, in 
relation to the question of slavery. 

It affords me unspeakable satisfaction to be able to 
express my all but unqualified approbation of the 
resolutions which have been submitted by my friend 
Mr. Phillips, and also of the observations he has made 
upon them [applause]. If my approbation is slightly 
qualified, it is simply with reBpect to those parts of 
my friena’s address in which he criticizes the admin¬ 
istration of a certain high functionary, charged with 
the conduct of affairs in a remote State, nnder circum¬ 
stances of peculiar difficulty. I do not say those criti¬ 
cisms are too harsh, or are undeserved, but that I do 
tyself competent, at present, to pronounce 
judgment iu the matter. When, however, my friend 
calls upon you, as he does in the first resolution, to 
acknowledge with devout thankfulness the marvellous 
triumphs of the anti-slavery principle throughout the 
United States, I ask the privilege of blending my tri¬ 
bute of gratitude with yours, to the great Disposer of 
events for His interference in your behalf,and for His 
having so ordered those events as to cause them to 
work in the direction of your national redemption 
from the crime, the guilt, and curse of slavery. With 
equal cordiality can I echo everything which he has 
said intended to incite you to vigilance, union, firm¬ 
ness and uncompromising fidelity in this the last stage 
and crisis of the great conflict in which you have been 
engaged with the hosts of oppression for more than 
thirty years. Think nothing done while anything re¬ 
mains to be accomplished, but carry on the holy war 
until it is brought to a final and everlasting end [ap¬ 
plause] . 

With Mr. Phillips, I would urge you to take warn¬ 
ing by tbe conduct of England in the matter of negro 
apprenticeship. Consent to no measure that shall leave 
the negro half a slave and half a freeman [applause]. 
Let your battle-cry to the last be “ Immediate, uncon¬ 
ditional, absolute Emancipation.” Expose and de¬ 
nounce the delusion that the negro, or any other hu¬ 
man being, here or anywhere, requires to be, or can 
be, prepared for personal freedom. The use of free¬ 
dom can only be learnt by its possession, and is the 
right and heritage of every man [applause]. I unite 
with my friend when he says that, if to recapitulate

I therefore agree with Mr. Phillips that your Con¬ 
stitution needs two amendments: one prohibiting 
slavery everywhere throughout the Union and 
auother forbidding the State to enact laws which 
shall make any distinction among their citizens on 
account of race or color. Let your Constitution be 
so amended that it shall, for all'time to come, be tbe 
rule, the principle, the fundamental law of this 
Republic, that there shall be no distinction in regard 
to civil or political rights or privileges founded upon 
complexion [applause]. I would that the same 
power which is aoout to decree tbe abolition and prohi¬ 
bition of slavery should afeo decree the utter and eter¬ 
nal annihilation of ali differences at present existing in 
consequence of dissimilarity of complexion [applause].
